The accident 
was caused by a dog snapping at the heels 
of his horse. 

On the night of the 21st the steamer Mis- 
souri, with part of the passengers of the 
Daymark, arrived at the Delaware break- 
water, Philadelphia. The remainder of 
the passengers were landed at the Azores. 

At Delavan, Wis., William Klumph, a 
saloon-keeper, was burned to death on 
the night of the 19th. It is supposed he 
had been smoking, and, falling asleep, 
the lighted pipe set fire to the bed-clothes 
and burned the saloon and its proprietor. 

On the 22d fire in the Boston & Albany

ington, Mass., was celebrated. Salutes 
were fired and all church bells rung at 
sunrise. About two hundred persons par- 
took of an old-fashioned breakfast, served 
in Massachusetts Hall. 

UnpErR the new County Council the 
music halls and dancing saloons of Lon- 
don are having hard work to renew their 
licenses. The old Board of Works grant- 
ed licenses in a free-and-easy style, but 
the council is investigating and refusing 
applications for licenses in a manner quite 
appalling to the petitioners. 

On the 19th three children of Nathaniel 
Powell, of Miner’s Mills, Pa., died within 
a few hours ot each other of typhoid 
fever. 

In the southwestern part of Ireland the 
rush of emigrants is so great as to alarm 
the authorities for the future of that re- 
gion. The country is being rapidly de- 
pleted of its population, and there is real- 
ly no inducement to be offered for ‘people 
to remain. 

On the 20th thirteen families who had 
been evicted from their homes at Fal- 
carragh, Ireland, but had regained pos- 
session of their holdings, were re-evicted. 

On the 19th one hundred coal-heavers 
and trimmers employed at the Delaware 
& Lackawanna railroad coal docks, in 
New York City, struck. They claim that 
the time-keeper has not been keeping 
their time correctly. 

ENGLISH politicians are disturbed at 
the tone assumed by the Italian news- 
papers regarding the situation in Abys- 
sinia, caused by the death of King John, 
which leaves no immediate successor to 
the throne. 

On the 19th the Canadian Oatmeal Mill- 
ers’ Association, embracing over fifty 
mills, dissolved. on account of depression 
in trade. 
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THE Fairmount colliery, near Pittston, 
Pa., operated by Morris & Co., has sus- 
pended. The colliery employed about 
three hundred men. It was old and 
pretty well worked out, and had been 
unprofitable for some time. The liabili- 
tles are unknown, but are thought to be 
heavy. 

THE United States man-of-war Dolphin 
arrived at Singapore, India, on the 19th, 
and sailed the following day for Bombay, 
senting at Colombo. Allon board were 
well. 

On the 2ist five steamships landed 3,293 
steerage pgssengers at Castle Garden, 
New York City. Thirty-five Arabs and 
Greéks were detained at the Garden as 
paupers. 

On the night of the 2ist, while Easter 
services were in progress at the High 
Street M. E. Church, in Newark, N. J., & 
large congregation being present, a boy 
in the gallery shouted “Fire” three times, 
causing a panic. One woman was injured 
in the crush. The boy was arrested. 

THE Prohibitory amendment was de- 
feated in Massachusetts, on the 22d, by a 
majority ranging from 35,000 to 40,000. 
Boston gave 20,000 majority against it. 

Seven Cardinals, it is stated, will be 
created at the coming Consistory at Rome. 

THE Lancashire handicap steeple-chaso 
plate of 1,000 sovereigns was won by 
Magic, owned by the Prince of Wales, at 
the Manchester Easter steeple-chases 
and hurdle races, 

A NUMBER of packages of prepared 
opium, valued at $5,000, found concealed 
in the steamship Oceanic, which arrived 
at San Francisco recently from Chiua, 
were seized by customs officers on the 22d, 
Twenty thousand dollars’ worth of opium 
was seized there during the month. 

On the 22d there was great rejoicing on 
wharf and steamer as the gallant Mis- 
souri landed at Philadelphia with 365 of 
the passengers and crew of the aban- 
doned steamer Danmark. 

OvER 100,000 people rushed into tho 
promised land of Oklahoma on the 22d. 

On the 22d the largest show of horses 
ever held in the East, if not in the coun- 
try, opened in Boston, and interested in it 
some of the best-known horsemen and 
owners of horse-flesh. The most noted 
trotting, saddle and coach-horses in that 
part of the country were included in the 
list. 

On the 22d the riots growing out of the 
strike in Vienna were renewed. The 
strikers attacked and smashed several 
tram cars, and were charged upon by the 
cavalry patroling the streets. Many of 
the mob were wounded and about one 
hundred were arrested. 

THE United States ship Thetis, Com- 
mander C, H. Stockton, has sailed from 
San Francisco for her regular summer 
cruise in Alaska. 

THERE will be twenty-seven thousand 
offices in the departmental, customs and 
postal service under Civil-Service rules, 
after the consummation of the proposed 
application of rules to the Railway Mail 
Service. 

THE Civil-Service Commission has is- 
sued a general circular, embodying a fund 
of information to persons contemplating 
an examination for appointment to the 
five thousand positions of the Railway 
Mail Service. It requires that applicants 
for examination shall be citizens of the 
United States, not under eighteen or over 
thirty-five years of age. Veterans of the 
war may be examined without regard to 
age.

WIDE OPEN. 


The Gates of the Promised Land Swing 
Open at Last and the Grand Rush for 
Homes in Oklahoma Eclipses Any Thing 
of the Kind Ever Seen—Nearly Enough 
People on the Ground to Organize a 
State Alreaay, 

Gurung, I. T., April 22.—The gates of 
Oklahoma were swung open at noon to- 
day, and resistless torrents of humanity 

gan to pour over its soil. From the 

erokee Strip came the great ficet of 
prairie schooners across the Canadian; 
from the Chickasaw Nation came troop 
after troop of sturdy ponies, each one 
ing a boomer; from the Arapahoe 
Cheyenne reservations on the west, 
came ayelling mob of horsemen, who 
fired volley after volley to celebrate their 
final victory. The Kiowa of the South- 
west and the Cherokee and Creek Nations 
on the east, also furnished their contin- 
gent of boomers. At the starting signal 
they moved all together, great waves of 
cheering breaking upon the air. 

The wagons continued on over the level 
green plain until they were about half 
way across the northern tier of claims, 
and then upward of a hundred of them 
were brought to a standstill. The others 
rolled on to the lower tiers. Men, women 
and children poured from the stationary 
schooners, and in an incredibly short 
time the foundations for the pioneer 
homes of Oklahoma had been laid by 
willing hands. Every farm had more 
than one claimant, all ready to swear 
that they crossed the border first, and 
that their’s were the first improvements. 
Soitis all over the Territory, and es- 
pecially on the sections adjoining Guthrie 
and Oklahoma City. 

Between twenty and thirty thousand 
people were dumped here to-day by the 
Santa Fe road, which ran twenty im- 
mense trains from Arkansas City. The 
trains moved across the Cherokee Strip 
cautiously and slowly, and arrived here 
scarcely more than five minutes apart. 
As they approached the land of promise 
thousands of heads protruded from the 
windows, and curious eyes feasted on the 
green panorama that lay before them. 
There was much fighting to get out of 
the cars when the little building that an- 
swers for a station was reached. Nobody 
was hurt, however, and the coaches were 
soon emptied. It was a curious sight to 
watch the boomers after they had got fair- 
ly on foot. The majority of them seemed 
to be dazed by the vastness. of 
their surroundings. Many of them gazed 
stupidly to the north, southeast and west, 
and then moved ahead like men who were 
lost. Others started for the hills, and 
still others bent themselves to the task 
of raising tents which they brought with 
them to open various kinds of business. 
Those who went for the hills were after 
viaims. Just how well their explorations 
succeeded is not known, for very few of 
them have returned. It is safe tosay that 
to-night every farm in the Territory is in 
possession of one or more claimants, and 
that besides there are from twenty to 
thirty thousand more wandering aimless- 
ly about in search of land. 

The rush at the land office here is terri- 
fic. The building is surrounded by a mob 
of howling men, which is being constant- 
ly augmented by horsemen who are gal- 
loping in from every quarter. Land 
Agent Dilley and his force of assistants 
are unable to give attention to a hun- 
dredth part of the business that is being 
forced upon them. The detachment of 
troopers which has been detailed around 
the building with a view to keeping the 
mob in an orderly line, is completely 
worn out. 

A dispatch from Oklahoma City states 
that the rush there is even greater than 
here. Over at Kingfisher, or Lisbon, 
where the crowds broughtin on the Rock 
Island are gathering, there has been no 
trouble as yet. 
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The Start from Arkansas City. 

ARKANSAS City, Kan., April 22.—The 
sky was cloudless and it was cool this 
morning. The crowd at the depot was 
larger than was expected. From the top 
of the dispatcher’s office a photographer 
took the crowd. Four trains with ten 
coaches each stood about ready to start. 
Crowds of people walked up and down on 
the tops of the cars. The moment the 
doors were thrown open the cars were 
filled. The crowd followed the newspa- 
per men, hoping to find by them which 
train started first. Fifty tents which were 
pitched about the depot were down before 
six o’clock. It is estimated that five 
thousand people were at the depot await- 
ing transportation. The outfits at the 
depot were striking. One man witha silk 
hat carried a hoe over his shoulder, to 
which was attached a bundle of clothing 
and a box of “‘chuck.”? Spades and axes 
were the most common equipments. Be- 
fore the train started the town was almost 
deserted. There were many women 
among those to go to Guthrie. 

People walked to the end of the yards 
to get choice coaches. Danger seemed to 
have been lost sight of; many crawled 
under the cars until the police stopped 
them. 

It was just 8:45a. m. when the first 
train pulled out. A shout from a thou- 
sand voices announced the fact. The 
press car was next to the engine and eight 
cars were attached. There were fully 
fifty persons in the press car; many had 
no credentials. Many freight trains have 
been supplied with seats to follow later. 
At the St. Louis & San Francisco railroad 
crossing, where a stop was necessary, 
people besieged the first train, but 
guards kept them off. Just outside the 
city two daring men got on the air-brakes 
under the press car. 

E. C. Heck was the conductor of the 
first train and Harry Livingston the engi- 
neer. At the speed at which the train 
started the train will reach Guthrie late. 
The wagon bridge across the Arkansas 
river was full of settlers’ wagons. 

Two men jumped on the cow-catcher, 
but were put off.

LANDED AT LAST. 


A Portion of the Rescued People From 
The Abandoned Steamship Danmark 
Landed in Phildelaphia by the Missouri, 
the Rest Having Been Left at the 
Azores—A Hearty Welcome in the City 
of Brotherly Love. s 
PHILADELPHIA, April 23.—Hundreds of 

voices blended in a great shout, and cheer 
after cheer rent the air as the steamer 
Missouri with her precious cargo, which 
she had so gallantly rescued from the ill- 
fated Danmark, arrived safely at her 
dock at Washington-street wharf at half- 
part five o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The passengers on board the Missouri re- 
turned the greeting with no less enthu- 
siasm. Handkerchiefs fluttered in the 
stiff breeze, happy smiles lit up the faces 
of the more than three hundred immi- 
grants who had been so providentially 
rescued from a watery grave, and in every 
way the scene was one that indelibly fixed 
itself on the minds of those who witnessed 
it. On the wharf were not a few men and 
women who were to meet rela- 
tives and friends, after having re- 
signed all hope sevoral days ago of 
ever seeing them again. Fathers were 
there to meet mothers; children had 
traveled hnndreds of miles to greet their 
parents, and friends stood on the wharf 
and gazed with glistening eyes toward 
the long line of men, women and children 
who stood along the port line of the big 
vessel as she steamed slowly up to the 
end of the wharf. Ferry-boats and tugs 
which were passing added to the enthu- 
siasm with their steam salutes. Cheers 
and cries of joy continued without much 
interruption until the Missouri had been 
swung around and made her mooring at 
the wharf. Then a ladder was thrown off 
and the custom-house officers, followed 
closely by the press representatives, 
made their way up the side of the vessel 
and lighted on her decks. 

Brave Captain Murrell, who stood on 
the bridge of the steamer surrounded by 
C. W. Davis and other representatives of 
Peter Wright & Sons, was the cynosure 
of alleyes. He was at once surrounded 
by the reporters and his many friends; all 
bent on payingatribute to his gallant 
service in saving so many lives. Among 
the first to board the yan was Rey. J. 
W. Holm, of the Swedish Society, who 
busied himself with giving a hearty wel- 
come to the hundreds of Scandinavian 
immigrants, the great majority of whom 
were unacquainted with a single word of 
the country which will henceforth be 
their home. The passengers united in 
praising the noble work of Captain Mur- 
rell and his brave crew. 

Dr. Jesperson, one of the passengers 
taken from the Danmark, who was on his 
way to New York, spoke in the highest 
praise of Captain Murrell’s action in be- 
half of himself and fellow-passengers. 
In relating his experience to a reporter of 
the United Press Dr. Jesperson stated 
that he had never seen before such clear- 
headed work under the trying circum- 
stances. “It is Captain Murrell’s per- 
fect self-control,” said the doctor, ‘to 
which we are in a great measure indebted 
for our lives at the presenttime. But our 
experience for atime was a most thrill- 
ing one, which I hope never to have to 
pass through again. Up to the 4th inst. 
our trip on the Danmark had been a 
pleasant one. Onthe latter date, how- 
ever, we encountered asevere storm. We 
would have weathered it all right, I sup- 
pose, had our engines held out, but the 
shaft broke near the aftend of ‘‘A”’ sec- 
tion. Asa resulta hole was cut through 
the bottom of the vessel. It appears that 
simultaneously with the breaking of the 
shaft, an engine pipe burst and Engineer 
Kaas was instantly killed. Another leak 
was caused by the bursting of the 
pipe in the side of the vessel. Thus 
matters grew very serious, and our 
vessel was left at the mercy of the 
waves. Captain Knudsen endeavored 
to keep her in the path of ocean steam- 
ers. We sought vainly that day for the 
sight of sail, but night fell and we still 
remained in our perilous position. The 
dawning of the following day—the fifth— 
however, was designed to bring us relief. 
A sail was sighted by the outlooks, and 
we at once put up signals of distress. The 
sails proved to be those of the Missouri. 
‘When in speaking distance Captain 
Knudsen asked if the Missouri could take 
our passengers on board, the commander 
of the latter steamer said that it would 
be impossible, as he had nowhere to put 
them. He promptly agreed to take us in 
tow. We got along well enough for 
a few hours, when it was dis- 
covered that the water was fast pour- 
ing into the steamer’ through the 
big hole in her stern. The pumps 
were kept going without intermission, 
but they proved almost useless as far as 
saving the vessel was concerned. We 
kept at it, however, until the 8th, and 
then it was seen we could no longer hope 
to save our ship. AS noon approached, 
the danger grew more imminent. Captain 





Knudsen boarded the Missouri and 
asked that his passengers be 
received on her’ decks. At two 
o'clock the work of _ transferring 


the hundreds of souls from the Danmark 
to the Missouri was begun. First the wo- 
men and children were taken aboard the 
latter boat. Then the men, and lastly 
Captain Knudsen and his crew. You may 
imagine that during this time the excite- 
ment was intense, but any semblance of a 
panic was averted by the coolness of both 
Captains Murrell and Knudsen and the 
prompt manner in which the crews 
obeyed their every order. After six 
hours’ work, at eight o’clock on the night 
of the 6th, all the passengers of the Dan- 
mark had been safely Janded on the Mis- 
souri. Of course, a large part of the lat- 
ter’s cargo had to be jettisoned before ac- 
commodations could be found for the 721 
souls. Many of these had to abandon 
their valuable effects, as the amount of 
goods which each passenger was al- 
lowed to retain was necessarily limited to 
what was absolutely indispensable. 

“The Missouri was then headed for the 
Azores, the nearest land, where we ar- 
rived without any further incident on the 
10th. There all the young unmarried 
men, to the number of 356, and including 
Captain Knudsen and the larger part o! 
his crew, were landed. Onthe llth we 
again set sail, after having laid in a stoci 
of provisions, which, added to those we 
took from the Danmark before deserting 


her, proved amply sufficient ——-- 





NEW YORK FASHIONS. 


Charming Cloth Costumes Made Accord: 
ing to the Latest Styles. 


The Empire polonaise cloth costum-rs 
for slender young women are véry 
handsome in cloths of two colors 
trimmed with wide gold braid, the 
front of the waist crossed and recrossed 
with thickly-repped ribbons. A green 
cloth polonaise bordered with gold 
braid.two inches wide is made up over 
a tan cloth skirt, with the lower 
sleeves of tan-color, also the plastron, 
while the bust has heavy corded green 
ribbon crossing in Empire fashion, and 
hanging nearly to the floor a trifle to 
the left of the front. The tan skirt is 
full and plain, with two rows of gold 
braid around it above a hem. The 
polonaise laps to the left side, and has 
a single triangular revers turned back 
on the waist, closing a plastron and 
collar of tan-colored cloth. The rib- 
bon then begins in the arm-hole on the 
right side, crosses to the left lower 
down, then returns to the right 
side at the waist line, and 
recrosses as a wide Empire sash 
with dropping ends on the left. 
The sleeves are green from the top to 
the elbows, and are pushed up in high 
folds around the armholes; below the 
elbows they are tightly fitted and of 
tan cloth; the upper fuil parts taper 
downward, are pointed at the elbows, 
and are edged there with gold braid. 
This and similar picturesque dresses 
chosen for afternoon wear and for day 
receptions are worn with an Empire 
poke bonnet or a projecting-brimmed 
round hat the color of the cloth, with 
ostrich tips and wide loops of ribbon 
for trimming. 

Other most graceful wool gowns aré 
mado of the widely-bordered camel’s- 
hair stuffs, with the border at the foot 
of the very plain skirt, which # made 
round, with a great deal of fulness in 
the back, where it hangs in natural 
and graceful folds. The grayish Em- 
pire green wools, with border of darker 
green half a yard deep around the 
skirt, make very tasteful gowns with 
this simple skirt and a round waist 
opening over a gathered habit-shirt of 
white or paler green wool; revers of 
the striped wool are made broad and 
short, and there is a wide sash cross- 





ing the front of black moire 
ribbon with ends hanging down 
the left side. The back of the 


skirt is gathered to, pass over the edge 
of the round bodice, and modistes sup- 
port this by a very slight pad bustle 
sewed to the edge of the bodice. The 
full sleeves give the effect of high 
folds around the armhole; but taper 
below in leg-of-mutton shape. Red 
cloths and red India camel’s hair in 
various shades are made up with a 
vest of white cloth wrought nearly all 
over with gold cerd, then draped fron 
each side of the vest with white ben- 
galine folds that cross # the waist line 
under a short belt of the white cloth 
with gold cording. Other red-cloth 
redingotes havé the odd decoration of 
copper cording instead of gold. Cop- 
per shades of cloth are’ made up over 
very dark blue velvet skirts, with a 
vest of blue velvet, striped lengthwise, 
with copper cords in the long redin- 
gote. A novel way of brightening 
black-cloth redingotes is to edge the 
braided revers, collar and cuffs with a 
narrow piping fold of light yellow 
cloth. Greens with tan-color, and 
gray-greens with black, copper with 
blue that is almost plum-color, and 
dark beaver browns with dark fur, are 
fashionable colors for wool gowns.

FATAL RESULTS. 





Henry Dieman Killedand Jas, 
M Carey Seriously Injured 


By the Collision on the Memphis & 
Charleston Rallway- 





The frightful accident which occurred 
onthe M.&C. Railroad Tuesday was 
more terrible in its effects than was at 
first reported. 

The passenger train No. 1, which 
leaves Chattanooga for Memphis at - 7 
o’clock in the evening and passes Car- 
penter’s Station at 8 o’clock, collided 
with the third section of freight No. 13 
at that Station. 

The two engines were completely tel- 
escoped and mashed into a total wreck. 
The collision occurred on a grade and 
the freight cars being torn from the en- 
gine ran down the track, but none of 
them were derailed. None of the pas 
senger cars left the track and now of the 
passengers were injured. 

The collision was caused by the crimi- 
nal carelessness of one of the brakemen 
on the freight train in leaving the switch 
turned on the side track, which turned 
the passenger train, which was in full 
motion, on the side track where the 
freight was standing. As soon as he saw 
the terrible results of his carelessness he 
fled, but returned yesterday morning and 
after conflicting stories, denied ever hav- 
ing touched the switch. 

Engineer James Carey anJ the fire- 
man Henry Dieman, both of whom are 
citizens of this city, were caught in the 
wreck and horribly mutilated and scald- 
ed by the escaping steam. 

Engineer Carey was caught between 
the engine and tender and buried under 
coal and debris of the broken engine, he 
remained in that condition for over an 
hour before he could be removed. Mr. 
Carey was badly scalded about the face, 
arms and back by the escaping steam. 
One of his feet which was wedged against 
the boiler, was burned to the bone— 
and the force of the fall dislocated one of 
his hip joints. 

Dieman, the fireman, was caught in 
the same manner as the engineer, and 
one of his legs was mashed to a jelly, 
besides being terribly scalded about the 
face and body, 

As soon asthe wounded men could be 
removed from the wreck competent 
physicians were summoned and render- 
ed them all the assistance in their power. 

As soon as possible the wounded men 
were brought to this city, and Doctors 
Dement, Lowry and Erskine were called 
in to treat them. 

Engineer Carey’s wounds were found 
to be serious but after consiberable trou- 
ble his dislocated hip was reduced, At 
this time he is resting easier and there 
are hopes of his recoyery though his sul- 
fering is intense. 

Henry Dieman’s wounds were dreseed 
and everything was done that could be 
to save him but the shock to his system 
was too severe and he died shortly after 
9 o’clock Wednesday morning. At the 
request of the railroad officials Dr. De 
ment had Squire Figg take the dying 
deposition of Henry Dieman. 

Dieman testified that the brakeman of 
the freight train was signalled by the 
engineer who returned the signal that

whistle. 


This is a corroboration of the 
statement of Engineer Carey, tbat ‘“‘he 
saw the brakeman at the switch and 
blew the whistle, asthe rules require, 
ard he motioned me ahead, and I an- 
swered the ‘O. K.” signal and pulled 
out.” 

The evidence showing carelessness of 
the brakesman, in spite of his denials of 
having touched the switch is are very 
strong. 





ITS SEVENTIETH BIRTHDAY. 


American Odd Fellowship Passes into the 
Ranks of the Septuagenarians. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—The arrange- 
ments for the celebration of the seven- 
tieth anniversary of the birth of Ameri- 
can Odd Fellowship have been completed 
and are on a scale surpassing in magnifi- 
cence anything of the kind in the history 
of the order. 

The committee hiving the celebration 
in charge consists of 60 persons, the 
president being Dr. G. M. Christine, the 
rest of the executive, including Geo. W. 
Powell, Robert T. Gill, E. H. Wise and 
R. H. Graham, who are well known in 
Odd Fellow circles throughout the entire 
country. In connection with the general 
committee, a ladies’ auxiliary committee 
of fifteen from the Rebekah degree lodges 
has been appointed. There are 46,000

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RELIEF SOCIETIES. 
One Way of Preventing Labor Troubles on 
Great Railroad Systems. 

Seeing as we do the many lines in 
the country grouped into large sys- 
tems whose ownership will no doubt 
remain stable in years to come, per- 
manence of employment and stability 
of position is easy to be guaranteed 
and the corporations can now better 
secure their own rights and strengthen 
themselves against the encroachments 
of the public by drawing their em- 
ployes more closely to them, showing 
that paternal care and solicitude for 
them which tend to establish good 
feeling and community of interest. 

Relief associations under the guid- 
ance of the companies will do this. 


They are flourishing on the Baltimore | 


& Ohio and the Pennsylvania railroads. 
The organization on those roads may 
be taken as the type of what other 
companies should do. On the former, 
the scheme originated with the elder 
Garrett nearly ten years ago. At its 
organization all employes could join 
without regard toage. After a short 
period those over forty-five years and 
those who could not pass a medical 
examination were not allowed to join. 
All persons employed regularly by the 
company are required to pass a medi- 
cal examination, must be under forty- 
five years of age, and must join the 
relief association. ‘Thus it will be 
seen that nearly all theiremployes are 
members. ‘The compulsory feature 
looks to an outsider like a hardship, 
but the obligation is on him only who 
seeks employment. 

The employes are divided into two 
classes—hazardous and non-hazardous; 


and these two classes are divided 
into five others who pay into a 
fund certain fixed sums each month, 


according to the amount of wages 
regularly received. Benefits are 
paid in weekly indemnities in 
cases of sickness and disablements and 
a gross sum to the beneficiary when 
death occurs. They vary according to 
the amount contributed. Free medical 
and surgical attendance is given; 
hospitals are established; physicians 
are appointed at convenient places 
along the line. The company has con- 
tributed $100,000, the interest of which 
at six per cent. goes into the fund 
yearly. It also puts $25,000 a year 
into a superannuation fund. A build- 
ing loan association has also become 
quite popular. 

There are many other liberal features 
of which limited space will not permit 
an enumeration. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has also adopted a system of relief 
similar to that of the Baltimore & 
Ohio, but not so extensive. It is en- 
tirely voluntary and numbers over 
20,000. It rapidly increases in popu- 
larity as its benefits become more ap- 
preciated. 

In both companies the employes are 
rapidly leaving the local benevolent 
associations; they find they can insure 
themselves with the aid of a solvent 
and powerful company for much less 
money than in the thousand and one 
local lodges whose solvency depends 
on the honesty of a secretary or a 
treasurer. 

Other systems of relief, but to a 
minor extent, have been adopted by 
the railway companies—notably free 
hospital service for the sick and dis- 
abled upon the Santa Fe and Missouri 
Pacific, all of which materially lessens 
the number of claims for damages and 
subsequent costly trials and judgments 
in the courts.—L. O. Goddard, in 
Century.

SUCCESS AND FAILURE. 
Why It Is Unjust to Judge a Man’s Life By 
Its Exceptions, 

A single brick, if it be an exception- 
al brick, is not ‘‘a fair test of the whole 
structure.” This is true whether the 
brick is far above or far below the 
average. Because a man has once in 
his life sunk down below his true 
character, if he has risen again never 
more to sink, itis not fair to sneeringly 
single out that blemish as a specimen 
of his manhood; and because a.man 
has risen once in his life to extraor- 
dinary lofty achievement, if he has 
fallen back to his own level never 
more to rise, it is not fair torefer with 
pride to that achievement asa speci- 
men of his strength. While itis true 
that a man is no stronger than his 
weakest point, when that point is in- 
volved in the testing, yet that weakest 
point may be now entirely eliminated 
from his character, leaving behind 
nothing but the ugly surface-blemish 
on his record; and while it is 
true that what we have done once we 
can generally do again, yet if, as a 
matter of fact, we have never suc- 
ceeded in doing it again, it is not fair 
to credit ourselves with a present 
ability which does notin reality ap- 
pear to exist. To ferret out past mis- 
takes and fasten them on another’s 
character as its label, or to herald an 
isolated past achievement as a sample 
of our present power, is to reverse the 
first principle of truth, and make the 
exception the rule. How much harm 
and injustice are done by such unsound 
judgment! To be fair, and to make 
legitimate deductions, one must judge 
a character, a principle, a tendency, at 
its normal best, not from the highly 
forced single success—still less from 
its poorest illustrations.—S. S. Times.
